THE  PIETRO  CATTADORI  COLLECTION 


SIGNOR  PIETRO  CATTADORI,  the  great  Italian   collector  and 
antiquarian,  has  sent  this  important  and  interesting  gathering, 
mainly  from  his  Milan  Galleries,  for  unrestricted  sale  at  the 
American  Art  Galleries. 

Many  of  the  beautiful  and  rare  objects  now  on  exhibition  were 
derived  from  such  renowned  sources  as  the  Collections  of  Stefano  Bar- 
dini ;  the  Duca  Montpassier,  Bologna ;  the  Duca  Marozzi,  Pavia  ;  the 
Marchese  Cavriana,  Mantova ;  the  Marchese  di  Manio,  Gcnova  :  the 
Marchese  Spinola,  Genova ;  the  Spinelli,  Firenze ;  the  di  Niccolai, 
Borgo  Mozzano  ;  the  Barone  Monti,  Brescia  ;  the  Marchese  Schiaffati, 
Genova;  the  Marchese  di  Vigoleno,  Piacenza ; the  Conte  Vasalli  Rocca, 
Parma  ;  Achilito  Chiesa,  Milano ;  the  Conte  Sormani,  Milano ;  the 
Sforza,  the  Cremona  and  the  College  Morigi,  Piacenza. 

Among  the  textiles,  which  form  a  most  important  group,  are  sev- 
eral Gothic  velvets,  notably  a  Venetian  drop  d'or  panel  woven  in  crim- 
son with  rare  gold  boucle  stitch  exemplifying  the  great,  dexterity  that 
XVth  century  weaving  had  attained.  There  are  many  Renaissance 
velvets  with  gold  needlepainted  panels  which  are  rich  in  glowing  colors 
and  include  a  number  of  exceptionally  fine  vestments.  A  complete 
room  hanging  of  most  charming  jardiniere  velvet  is  also  full  of  lovely 
color. 

The  numerous  gold  and  silver  and  other  brocades  are  positively 
delightful  with  their  exquisite  shimmering  beauty  and  are  in  pinstine 
condition.  There  are  also  rich  damasks,  brocatelles  and  many  varied 
cushions. 

Amongst  the  XVIIth  and  XVIIIth  century  needlepoint  and  other 
embroideries  are  several  panels  and  vestments  of  rare  distinction. 

The  laces  include  an  extremely  dainty  Rosaline  point  de  Venise 
flounce,  a  very  rare  Milanese  flounce  in  one  piece,  many  point  de  Ve- 
nise, Gothic,  fil  tire  and  a  number  of  most  interesting  animalistic  filet 
lace  covers. 

Bronze  groups,  silver  sanctuary  lamps  and  forged  iron  torcheres 
give  in  no  small  measure  a  distinctive  Italian  atmosphere  to  the  ex- 
hibition. 

A  few  flower  and  fruit  pieces  with  other  decorative  paintings  also 
add  to  the  ensemble. 

The  XVIIIth  century  French  furniture  is  well  represented  by 
several  escritoires,  numbers  of  needlepoint  chairs  and  a  fine  salon  suite 


in  petit-point  and  point  St.  Cyr;  these  are  enhanced  by  two  or  three 
Capo  di  Monte  porcelain  objects  and  a  cuivre  dore  clock  of  great 
merit. 

Amongst  the  Renaissance  Anhusson  and  Flemish  tapestries  are 
several  verdures,  floral  cantonnieres  and  horders  that  are  very  pleasing 
and  decorative.  But  it  is  a  long  time  since  two  such  sunlit  historic 
Renaissance  tapestries  as  the  Dido  Swearing  Fealty  and  the  Cyrus 
Receiving  the  Babylonians  have  been  seen  at  public  sale  in  New  York. 
These  were  executed  before  1530  for  the  Sforza  family  of  Cremona 
and  have  been  carefully  traced  by  the  noted  connoisseur  Cav.  Prof. 
Ricci  of  the  Roval  Academy  of  Milan. 

Amongst  the  Gothic  furniture  is  a  rare  carved  walnut  chest ; 
several  cassoni,  one  or  two  having  original  gilded  gesso  decoration 
and  a  most  unusual  Northern  Italian  money  changer's  table,  very 
simple  but  most  dignified  in  its  proportions. 

The  Renaissance  carved  walnut  furniture  is  replete  with  small 
cabinets,  prie-Dieu,  credenze  and  tables,  one  of  which  is,  amongst 
others,  a  delightful  and  unusual  example  of  the  Italian  Renaissance 
at  its  best.  These  are  complemented  by  a  group  of  settees,  benches, 
screens,  state  and  other  chairs  covered  in  Renaissance  tapestry, 
beautiful  needlepoint  and  colorful  velvets.

The  two  following  notable  Renaissance  Brussels  Tapestries  of  the  XVI 
Century  were  woven  during-  the  years  between  1520  and  1530  for  the  Cotlte 
Gregorio  Terni  Sforza  of  Cremona.  Italy,  who  in  the  year  1520  was  appointed 
Captain  of  the  Catholic  troops  in  Flanders.  They  originally  adorned  the 
guard-room  of  the  Sforza  villa.  They  are  in  a  most  beautiful  state  of  pres- 
ervation, and  are  signed  in  the  selvedge  by  the  weaver  and  also  witli 
the  Brussels  mark,  two  jBs  flanking  a  shield.  The  borders  are  most  elab- 
orate, and  are  compartmented  with  symbolic  figures  and  miniature 
landscapes.  Tlie  coloring  is  exceptionally  clear  and  beautiful,  and  they 
are  aglow  with  a  delightful  suffusing  golden-yellow.  The  historic  authenticity 
of  these  tapestries  has  been  attested  by  the  noted  connoisseur,  Cav.  Professor 
Serafino  Ricci,  of  the  Royal  Academy  di  Brera  of  Milan,  Italy. 

Notes  The  Sforza  coats  of  arms  were  originally  placed  over  the  medal- 
lions of  the  crowning  corners,  but  being  in  bad  condition  were  recently  re- 
moved; they  will,  however,  be  given  to  the  purchaser.
